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I  have  accepted  the  leadership  of  Pacifica  Foundation  because  of  my  deep  respect 
for  its  principles  and  accomplishments.  During  the  past  troubled  decade  Pacifica 
has  held  fast  to  the  best  in  our  tradition.  For  this  Lewis  Hill  was  primarily  respon- 
sible. This  spirit  I  intend  to  conserve. 

KPFA,  the  main  project  of  Pacifica,  has  demonstrated  the  interdependence  of 
freedom  and  "security".  Only  by  providing  a  public  forum  for  all  significant  points 
of  view  can  a  society  be  assured  that  it  is  discovering  its  richest  sources  of  strength 
and  creativeness.  By  mirroring  the  best  in  a  community  KPFA  provides  positive 
stimulus  for  cultural  growth.  By  accepting  as  natural  the  active  support  of  the  pro- 
ject, active  listening  to  music  .and  the  spoken  word,  the  station  restores  the  image 
of  a  normal  complex  human  being  participating  fully  in  his  community.  Our  role  is 
that  of  the  educator  in  the  great  tradition  of  paideia,  the  unity  of  civilization, 
culture,  tradition,  literature,  art  and  education  with  a  backgroud  of  joy  and  wit. 

KPFA' s  programs  are  not  "tranquilizers".  We  believe  that  the  confusion  in  our 
minds  is  partially  due  to  the  lack  of  challenge  offered  by  an  assembly-line  society 
to  man's  complex  imaginative  powers.  Leadership  in  our  day  appears  to  reflect  life 
primarily  as  a  race  to  be  foremost.  Only  by  offering  meaning  can  we  evoke  that 
stimulus  that  alters  lives  of  quiet  desperation.  It  is  our  aim  to  offer  listeners  a  par- 
ticipation apart  from  the  wiles  of  shrewd  manipulators;  to  recreate  the  possibility 
of  a  human  community  of  good  sense,  individual  freedom,  of  creativity  and  expressed 
emotions  even  in  a  highly  industrialized  society. The  boundaries  of  this  community  are 
unlimited. 

The  very  nature  of  the  vehicle  used  by  KPFA  makes  it  an  educator  for  the  public 
as  well  as  for  the  individual.  There  can  be  no  secrecy,  no  Machiavellianism  in  our 
organization.  To  "save"  people  caught  up  in  the  dark  web  of  suspicion  by  "behind- 
the-scenes"  activities  is  humanitarian  but  not  educational. 

The  public  conscience  festers  when  its  natural  leaders  do  not  participate  in  open 
judgment  on  the  terrible  issues  before  them.  Only  by  examination  of  the  present, 
re-appraisal  of  past  decisions,  and  projections  of  the  future  by  fearless,  informed 
minds  can  we  fulfill  our  educational  obligations.  For  this  KPFA  offers  a  public 
forum.    I   am  intensely  proud  of  this   tradition   and  will  defend  it  with  all  my   force. 

Ultimately  institutions  as  well  as  individuals  must  confront  the  fact  of  death. 
Symbolically  in  the  maintenance  of  principles  and  meanings  we  face  such  possi- 
bilities many  times  in  the  midst  of  life.  KPFA  has  several  times  faced  the  choice  of 
negating  its  meanings  or  facing  extinction.  In  choosing  the  values  and  principles  for 
which  the  station  stood,  it  actually  chose  life  —  survival.  If  ever  there  arises  a  cry 
to  "save  KPFA"  which  involves  the  negation  of  its  meaning  —  it  is  this  tradition  — 
as  old  as  Socrates  —  that  we  invoke.  — Harold  Winkler,  President
